All cows in a herd should drop their 
calves as near the some time aspossible. 
If one should drop her calf after you have 
¢onmenced to pack and put away butter, 
do not put her milk with the rest for two 
weeks or more, as it is impossible te keep 
butter made from it, and it will damage 
the rcst, This ia one very common soyrce 
of an occasional bad tyb of butter.

Mtxing Soils. 

There ofton cxist on the same farm ma- 
terials entirely seperate froin each other, 
which, if mixed together, would add great- 
Jy to the fertility of the land. A nocigh- 
bor had eeren or eight acres of excel- 
lent black muck or peut, averaging several 
fo t deep, which might hare been uud: r- 
drained at a wolerate expense, and rend- 
er: d a fold, but which ho zuffered to lie idle 
and useless year afier year. Much-of hie 
adjaecLt firm contisted of dry ridges and 
knolls, out of which the vegetable matter 
had nearly or entirely disappearcd, which 
might have been much benefitted by this 
muck. The work could have been cone in 
winter at little expense—but there for halt 
a lifetime, lay the great muck bed under 
water, abd the dry ridges parching in the 
summer sun. All that was necded was 
mixiug the different materials of the farm 
Subsoils are frequently quite different in 
character fram the worked oil ubovo. We 
ence saw a striking illustration of this dif- 
ference. An open ditch, somo two feet 
deep and many rods in length, had been 
dug todrain a small pond. The earth ta- 
ken from this ditch was thrown by the 
thovel and scattered back a rod or more on 
each sidu overthe surface of the ficld, which 
was afterward sown with wheat. The suc- 
ceeding succeeding summer was unfavura- 
blo to thie crop, ana while the rest did not 
average a product of ore than five bush- 
als per ucre, the portion which bad been 
dressed with the subsoil yielded, by esti- 
mate, atthe rate of twenty busbels.

How | Grew Corn. 

The soil isa sandy loam, and grew po- 
tatees the previous year. Qu a portion of 
the lot. hauled, early in February, at the 
rate of forty-seven loads of well rotted u:an- 
ure to the acre, and spread it eveuly over 
the surfaco on the snow. To tlhe baluace 
of St Jot | applied the same umount aud 
quality-of manure to the acre, just before 
plantipg. I ploughed the ground about four 
inches deep. planted th: medium sized 
Yellow Dent corn. 

The difference in gow h and yield bo- 
tween the early manured and late was very 
remarkable indecd. The marly manored 
was decidedly al eal of the late, from the 
time itcawe up til harvest, It ripened 
earlier, and yielded one bundred and six- 
ty bushels of round eare to the acro, and 
the other ono hundred and twonty bush -!s 
per acre. 

` lw ing nearly thirty years experience, 
I ‘have never, but once before this, obtain- 
ed so heavy a yield ‚and I think itis a- 
bout as much as can be obtained. The 
verioty I plant yields three pecks of shel 
léd'corn tothe bushel of ears, 1 eelect 
earliest ripened, soundest and best formed 
ears for seed, and from stalks bearing two 
or more ears, ifsound and large; bat I 
never plant ‘‘nubbins,”
